In fact, weather bureau figures 
sho w that in Washingto n the first 
11 days o f April av eraged co lder 
than the same January perio d. 
The

true in o ther eastern and so me 
mid-western cities. 
“April has started o ut fiv e to 
10 degrees belo w no rmal all o v er 
the no rtheastern quarter o f the 
co untry and so uth to Flo rida,” 
LiJburn H. Seamo n, a weather 
bureau climato lo gy expert, to ld a 
repo rter. 
“We’re just paying fo r what 
we go t in January” 
January, yo u remember, was 
he warmest o n reco rd in sco res 
o f eastern cities. 
Mo st Unusual 
“But fo r any January to be 
warmer than any April wo uld be 
mo st unusual,” Seamo n said. Yet 
hat’s what is happening. 
Fo r instance, during the week 
ending April 11 temperatures in 
Atlanta av eraged 55 degrees, o ne 
degree co lder than its entire Jan­ 
uary av erage. 
The same week, Cincinnati had 
an av erage temperature o f 44, 
exactly the same as its January 
av erage. And Washingto n’s av er­ 
age reading so far fo r April is 
52 degrees, as against January’s 
53 av erage. 
This just co ntinues what hap­ 
pened in March. Of 20 large cities 
checked, all but three had co n­ 
siderably 
co lder 
weather 
all 
thro ugh March than they had in 
January. 
Repo rts Elsewhere 
New Yo rk 
was fi\e degrees 
co lder in March: Pittsburgh and 
New Orleans, six degrees; Albany, 
fo ur degrees; New Hav en, Bo sto n, 
Burlingto n, Vt., and Ho usto n, Tex. 
two degrees each. 
What gets the weather twisted 
up and headed in the wro ng di­ 
rectio n like this? 
Simple, said Jero me Mamias,

a questio n o f sto rage. 
“The po lar cap sto red up quan­ 
tities o f icy air all thro ugh De­ 
cember and January and up to 
the middle o f February,” he said. 
“This air no rmally wo uld hav e 
saturated the eastern half o f the 
co untry in no rmal winter co ld 
wav es except fo r the fact it was 
pretty much co ntained o \ er Arctic 
regio ns. 
Buildup o f Pressure 
“It did spill o ut o v er the west, 
but at the same time its inability 
to seep do wn o v er the eastern 
half o f the co untry resulted in a 
buildup o f pressure. 
Abo ut the middle o f February 
the pressure bro ke thro ugh. 
The 
sto red-up po lar air fo und o utlets 
straight so uth o v er Hudso n bay 
and po ured do wn all the way to 
the Gulf o f Mexico ?’ 
And it’s still po uring, to o , acro ss 
the no rthwest Canadian bo rder. 
A late spring sno w-co v er o v erj 
mo st o f No rth Dako ta and Mo n­ 
tana,” Seamo n said, “and po lar 
air hav e kept temperatures in the 
no rthwest w^ell belo w no rmal so 
ar this mo nth.”

WASHINGTON.—No matter which side o f the 
McCarthy-State Department dispute yo u sre o n, 
it’.s impo rtant to kno w fo me o f the facto rs be­ 
hind the energetic Senato r fro m Wisco nsin. Sup­ 
po rted by a co nglo meratio n o f backstage in­ 
terests, including o ne o r two go v ernment figures, 
here is a ro U call o f the men who are giv ing 
him ammunitio n: 
1. THE KUOMINTANG LOBBY—It has mil­ 
lio ns to spend, o nce hired Defense Secretary 
Lo uif Jo hnso n, includes the po werful bro theri- 
In-law o f Chiang Kai-shek, Dr. H. H. Rung 
and T,, V. So o ng. Mo re abo ut this lo bby later. 
2. WILLIAM J. GOODWIN—A fo rmer Co ugh- 
linite and Christian fro nter, he is paid $25,000 
gnnually by the Kuo mintang lo bby, wines and 
dines Co ngressmen, deluges edito rs with pro pa­ 
ganda o n China. 
3. EX-CONGRESSMAN KERSTEN OF WIS- 
CONSIN—Defeated fo r re-electio n, Kersten is 
McCarthy’s chief backstage sleuth. Fo r a time 
he o ccupied ro o m 315 in the co ngressio nal ho tel 
where he placed so many pho ne calls it at­ 
tracted the attentio n o f ho tel emplo yes. The 
ho tel bills were paid no t by Kersten, but by 
McCarthy, 
Mewepaper Prlends 
4. NEWSPAPER CHAINS — Two newsmen 
fo rmerly with big chain papers are attached to 
McCarthy to write speeches and statements. 
That’s why his statements make go o d news co py, 
usually hit the headline. 
One newsman is 
Geo rge Watters, fo rmerly with the Chicago 
Tribune gro up. The Scripps-Ho ward chain also 
giv e their blessing. No ne o f these men appear 
<R\ McCarthy’s Senate payro ll, no r do the fo ur 
rr-FBI men he o nce hired. So so meo ne else 
must be fo o ting the bill. 
5. ALFRED KOHLBERG—Big impo rter o f 
lace hankies, do es a business o f $1,500,000 a 
pear with China, and admits he finances his 
American China Po licy Asso ciatio n—a pressure 
asso ciatio n—partly o ut o f that business. Ko hl- 
berg k clo se to the Kuo mintang» lo bby, hates 
Owen Lattimo re and believ es anyo ne no t a 
rabble-ro using anti-Red is auto matically a Co m­ 
munist. 
« . OLD-LINE CAREER DIPLOMATS—Mo st 
9Xn lo yal to Acheso n. But o ne o r two disgruntled 
mctremists, so re at the new blo o d injected into 
the State l>epartment, hav e sent exaggerated 
lepo rts to McCarthy. 
Chinese Mo ney 
Of these backstage McCarthy helpers, mo st 
po w'erful is the Kuo mintang o r Chiang Kai-shek 
lo bby, financed by U.SI taxpayers* mo ney sup­ 
po sed to hav e go ne to China fo r relief. A Treas­ 
ury Department surv ey o f fo reign funds two 
years ago indicated that abo ut $200,000,000 o f 
this mo ney was no w in the United States, bat 
o fficials estimate it has do ubled since then, due 
to the exit o f Natio nalist funds fro m China be­ 
fo re the Co mmunists to o k o v er. 
This, maybe, explains part o f McCarthy’s 
financial backing. 
Wo rking in friendly co o peratio n with the 
Kuo mintang lo bby in this co untry hav e been 
ex-Ambassado r William C. Bullitt, Gen. Claire 
Chennault, ex-Sen. Wo rth Clark o f Idaho . Al­ 
fred Ko hlberg, and Senato r Bridges o f New 
Hampshire and Kno wland o f Califo rnia. 
One o f this lo bby’s neat byplays was sending 
ex-Senato r Clark to China in 1948 to make a 
suppo sedly impartial surv ey and then reco m­ 
mend mo re U.S. mo ney fo r Chiang. 
Here are significant facts behind the byplay: 
Ko hlberg gav e a $1,000 campaign co ntributio n 
to po pular Sen. Styles Bridges, then chairman 
o f the Senate Appro priatio ns co mmittee. Bridges 
appo inted Clark to go to China and make an 
impartial surv ey. 
“Impartial” Surv ey 
Clark, ho wev er, w^as by no means impartial. 
Clark, ho wev er, was by no means impartial. 
He had been asso ciated with To m Co rco ran, 
chief representativ e o f Chiang’s bro ther-in-law. 
T. V. So o ng, and who was paid a fo rtune by 
the Kuo mintang cro wd. Clark to o k with him to 
China Eddie Lo ckett, fo rmerly with Time maga­ 
zine, no w a publicity man. Part o f their ex­ 
penses was paid by the Chinese Natio nalists, 
despite the fact that they were suppo sed to be 
wo rking fo r the U.S. Senate and American 
taxpayers. 
Clark and Lo ckett came back, v igo ro usly rec­ 
o mmended mo re mo ney fo r Chiang. 
Unfo r­ 
tunately, acco rding to Gen. Geo rge Marshall and 
the State Department white paper, much o f this 
and o ther mo ney sent to Chiang either went 
into priv ate po ckets o r went in the fo rm o f 
material to the Chinese Co mmunists. The Co m­ 
munists did mo st o f their fighting with U.S. 
munitio ns, so ld them by Natio nalist war lo rds. 
This is part o f the gro up no w co king up Senato r 
McCarthy. 
NOTE—Mo ney to Chiang might no t hav e go ne 
do wn the ratho le if Chiang had fo llo wed Gen­ 
eral Marshall’s earlier adv ice to bring o ppo sing 
Chinese leaders into a co alitio n cabinet, o r if 
the U.S.A. had sent a small army o f military 
experts to v irtually reo rganize the Chinese 
army and make sure mxr munitio ns were no t 
bo ught by the Co mmunists. The latter co urse, 
ho wev er, was rasanted by Chiang and wo uld 
hav e been a superhuman task. 
Ceughlinites and McCarthy 
Tlia Kuo mtetang lebkr h m alaa anUslai ìm 


Co ughlinita-axtramist wing o f Catho lics. Amo o f 
its friends is Ro bert M. Harris, no w under in­ 
dictment fo r v io latio n o f the lo bbying act. and 
who acted as Father Co ughUn’s bro ker in buy­ 
ing silv er. There is also WiUiam J. Go o dwin, 
the paid Kuo mintang lo bbyist. 
Go o dwin, who co llected $85,000 fro m the 
Kuo mintang lo bby in two years, was no t such 
a go o d friend o f the Chinese befo re he go t o n 
the payro ll. Sho rtly befo re Pearl Harbo r he 
wro te a letter no t unfav o rable to the Japanese, 
and critical o f the Chinese: while, o n Oct. 25. 
1941, just a few weeks befo re Pearl Harbo r, 
Go o dwin wro te a letter to Senato r Co nnally 
o f Texas defending Hitler. 
“Why sho uld America destro y Hitler?” he 
asked. As between the two natio ns, we are the 
v io lato rs o f internatio nal law, no t Germany.”

Urban Co ngestio n is a Pro blem 
Menacing No rmal Human Life

American cities hav e been decentralizing fo r 
two o r three decades, but the fanning o ut has 
been pretty haphazard. 
It isn’t that they hav e 
no plans. 
It’s simply that the o nes they hav e 
are apparently to o mild a remedy fo r the ills 
no w besetting the big urban centers. 
One primary tro uble is that with all their 
spreading gro wth the co untry’s largest co m­ 
munities still draw far to o many peo ple into 
their do wnto wn areas and established industrial 
secto rs. 
With the rise in po pulatio n and the gain in 
mo to r traffic, this co ntinued centering o f activ ­ 
ity in the well dev elo ped heart o f the city is 
impo sing a smo thering human lo ad o n streets, 
sidewalks, transpo rtatio n facilities, terminals, 
o ffice buildings and o ther fo cal po ints o f do wn­ 
to wn life. 
As has been po inted o ut by many urban ex­ 
perts, mo st measures designed to reliev e this 
human co ngestio n o nly make it wo rse. 
Any­ 
thing that makes it easier to get o ut o f the 
city’s center also makes it easier to get in. 
The o nly real cure is to dev elo p co mpeting 
magnets o f attractio n u"cll remo v ed fro m the 
clo tted do wnto wn sectio n. 
But these pro bably 
o ught to be planned o n a much mo re drastic 
scale than mo st cities are co ntemplating seri­ 
o usly to day. 
Nearly all the biggest cities hav e lo ng had 
sub-centers o f business and industrial activ ity. 
In recent years suburban areas hav e dev elo ped 
beyo nd mere do rmito ries into mo re balanced 
eemmunities, with sho ps, theaters and similar 
facilities o n a mo re ambitio us fo o ting than fo r­ 
merly. 
Yet few o f these are po werful eno ugh attrac­ 
tio ns to ho ld residents o f the area o ut o f the city’s 
heart the way they sho uld. 
To o many peo ple 
stUl make the lo ng, wearing trip to to wn fo r 
wo rk o r pleasure. 
If this co ngestio n is no t to cho ke o ur cities 
to death, they must set abo ut dev elo ping satel­ 
lite areas — perhaps separsted fro m built-up 
secto rs by belts o f green co untry — that are 
in mo st* ways self-sufficient. 
This means mo re facto ries in the o utlying 
regio ns, with wo rkers’ ho mes clo se by. 
Lo ng 
co mmuting ho urs are a co lo ssal waste. It means 
sho ps and recreatio nal facilities truly riv alling 
tho se do wnto wTi. Fo r example, ro ad co mpanies 
o f stage dramas might make the ro unds o f sa­ 
tellite centers befo re embarking o n cro ss co un­ 
try to urs. 
A famo us and successful city planner o nce 
sco ffed at men who urged drastic rev amping o f 
o ur cities. He co nsidered such men starry-eyed 
and to ld them his city was “to o to ugh fo r ’em.” 
It lo o ks no w like the sho e is o n the o ther 
fo o t. His city, and ev ery o ther large metro po lis, 
is beco ming to o to ugh fo r the planners with 
limited v isio n. 
These centers aren’t yielding 
to the mo dest plans no w being executed. They 
are getting wo rse. 
There’s urgency in this pro blem. 
Mo re is at 
stake than mere human disco mfo rt, eco no mic 
waste, peao e o f mind. 
Our liv es are inv o lv ed. 
The ato m bo mb has o utmo ded these huge urban 
clusters o f peo ple end buildings and trans­ 
po rtatio n iacilitias. 
Civ ilian defense specialists 
are calling fo r sweeping decentralizatio n o f in­ 
dustry and business in the simple interest o f 
self-preserv atio n. 
Whether it is |o be peace o r war, we must 
make a real start at breaking up present co n­ 
centratio ns. 
They hav e lo ng since reached the 
po int o f diminishing human returns.

Teen-agers Mustn't I^t Acne 
Keep Them Fro m Hav ing Fnn

Few things cause so much mo rry 
and distress to gro wing yo ung­ 
sters as 
ado lescent 
pimples 
o r 
acne. This skin disease co mes at 
a time when bo ys and girls arc 
terribly sensitiv e abo ut their per­ 
so nal appearance. Friends, partic­ 
ularly tho se o f the o ppo site sex 
are beco ming mo re and mo re im­ 
po rtant and the presence o f pim­ 
ples adds to 
the 
difficulty 
o f 
gro wing fro m childho o d to adult 
life. 
Only a small po rtio n o f tho se 
afflicted with acne dev elo p per­ 
manent scaring but the fear is al­ 
ways present. No t o nly is there 
the ususally unnecessary fear o f 
permanent 
icarrinf o f th face, 
but the pimples them.selv e* pro ­ 
duce an excessiv e shv ncss and 
self -co nscio usness. 
So me dev elo p 
a permanent inferio rity co mplex 
as a result o f acne. 
Acne prefers the face, neck, up­ 
per part o f th# chest and sho uld­ 
ers. The pimples usually starts as 
a reddi.sh lump which » slightly 
tender to to uch. It o ften dev elo ps 
into o “white head,’’ which actu­ 
ally co nsists o f a mixture o f pus, 
germs, skin o il, and destro v ed tis­ 
sue cells. The pimple may be near 
the surface o f the skin o r quite 
deep. 
In the milder cases, the pimples 


are spaced rather widely apart 
and are near the surface In mo rf 
sev ere cases they are clo ser to ­ 
gether, break o ut mo re frequently 
and burro w deeper into the skin. 
When a white head fo rms the to p 
o l the pustule finally breaks o pen, 
the pus escapes, a crust fo rms and 
healing lakes place. If the pustule 
has been large and deep a perma­ 
nent scar may be left, tho ugh this 
18 fo rtunately the exceptio n. 
Infectio n alo ne almo st certainly 
do es no t explain the dev elo pment 
o f acne. 
Because 
acne is mo st 
co mmo n and usually mo sc sev ere 
during the perio d o f ado le.scence in 
bo th bo ys and girls, it pro bably 
has so me relatio n to the changes 
in the glands and ho rmo nes which 
take place at that time. 
Diet al­ 
mo st certainly plays a part. Many, 
if no t mo st, adn!e>cents hav e a 
crav ing lo r .sweets and sweets al­ 
mo st alw'ayg make acne wo rse. 
IgBo re Slurs 
A special effo rt sho uld be made 
to o v erco me the self-co nscio usness 
caused by pimples. Ev ery bo y and 
girl sho uld fo rce himself o r her­

His sprawling “ Orchidhaven” here 
houses 500.000 hybrid orchid plants 
being pampered in several acres of 
hothouses. 
“ We’re constantly trying to pro­ 
duce bigger, sturdier and more 
beautiful orchids,” says Patter­ 
son. “ To do that, you’ve got to be 
smarter than an orchid.” 
It takes from seven to 10 years, 
plus patience and loving care, to 
produce an orchid from seed. Ev­ 
ery step in the lengthy process 
must be watched closely. 
The first step is to remove the 
seed from the ripened pod the 
second it bursts open. This sounds 
easy. But the seeds are so micro­ 
scopic that a teaspoon will hold 
1,000.000 of them. They are stored 
at 
50 
degrees 
Fahrenheit—no 
more, 
no 
less—until 
time 
for 
planting. 
At planting time they are first 
immersed delicately in a “ food 
solution” o i calcium nitrate, am­ 
monium sulpliate, iron phosphate, 
potassium phosphate, Epsom salts 
and distilled water, plus agar, a 
nutritive gelatin substance which 
causes the solution to solidify. 
Then the delicate .« ^eeds must be 
sterilized. 
They are next trans­ 
ferred to a flask in which they 
grow^ for one year, in an 80 degree 
temperature. 
“ When they are about a year 
old, the seedlings are planted in 
rows in soft, yellow peat, in a 
three-inch ‘community pot.’ ” Pat­ 
terson says. 
Here they spend another year 
at 65 to 8 0 degree temperatures 
and are sprayed three times a day 
The orchid’s next home—again for 
a year—is a l^i-inch indicidual 
pot, filled w’ith 
osmunda 
fern 
which 
is 
similr to 
its native 
tropical vegetation. 
They spend another 
10 to 
12 
months in a 
2 ’4 -inch pot, then 
a year in three-inch pots, where 
their roots begin to spill over and 
dangle in the air. After a year or 
8 0 in four-inch pots, they are fin­ 
ally transplanted 
their perma­ 
nent five-inch pots. 
“ A healthy orchid plant will 
keep blooming annually for more 
years than there are in our life,” 
Patterson said with a grin. “ That’s 
the satisfaction you have—know­ 
ing that you have created a thing 
of beauty that wdll outlive you.” 
In developing hybrid orchids, 
such as Patterson’s new “ Old For­ 
ester,” the problem is to choose, 
the right qualities in the parents, 
and know from experience what 
the combined qualities may be. 


For instance, two parents which 
bloom in September, may produce 
an offspring 
w’hich 
blooms 
in 
March and April. 
The biggest demand for orchids 
is at Easter, and a prompt bloom­ 
er is the orchid grower’s delight. 
If a new hybrid is a “ light lover” 
it is kept in the dark to delay its 
bloom until the right moment. 
The “ dark lovers” are bathed in 
floodlights until the market is I 
ready. 
The first bloom is the end ofi 
the 
cycle 
for 
the new orchid 
plant. 
When it becomes a hardy j 
plant, its back root bulb is re -1 
moved to for manother plant. The 
root division may be repeated in­ 
definitely. 
“ If I live to be 300 years old. 
I might learn half there is toi 
know about orchids,” Patterson 
said.

Marseilles Sees Future Home, 
Doubts if it’s Going to Work

MARSEILLES, Fran ce — (NEA) 
—The people of Marseilles have 
seen the future, but they d oubt 
if it’s goin g to work. At least that’s 
how they feel here on the lazy 
southern coast of Fran ce. 
Day by d ay they watch the pro­ 
gress of cemen t workers an d car­ 
pen ters on the ultra-mod ern sky­ 
scraper apartmen t house which 
the Fren ch govern men t an d world - 
famed architect Ed ouard Jean - 
n eret Le Corbusier are build in g 
here. An d d ay by d ay they slowd y 
shake their head s. 
For Le Corbusier, the 17-story 
build in g, with apartmen t space 
for 1600 people, is a chan ce to 
prove to Fran ce an d the w'orld 
the practicability of his theory of 
“urban ism.” w • 
• 
The experimen tal mon ster of 
55,000 ton s, moun ted on con crete 
stilts high above the street level, 
is a preview of the city of the fu­ 
ture. While automobiles, busses 
an d train s race ben eath a city of 
such 
pylon -supported 
build in gs, 
occupan ts above n eed n ever set 
foot'on the groun d to live. 
The Marseilles “maison ” will 
in clud e a n ursery school, laun ­ 
d ries, hospital, kin d ergarten , res­ 
tauran t, 
grocery 
an d 
clothin g 


stores, g y m n a s i u m , child ren ’s 
swimmin g pool, music an d pho­ 
tography clubrooms, hotel rooms 
for visitors, an d 350 apartmen ts 
of 20 d ifferen t types. 
All of this, plus air con d ition ­ 
in g, garbage chutes, mod ern in ­ 
terior 
d ecoration , 
slid in g 
walls 
an d min iature (by Fren ch stan d ­ 
ard s) kitchen s, is a little too much 
for the people of Marseilles. 
“I hate to ad mit it,” on e sub­ 
con tractor on the build in g con ­ 
fid ed , “but the people of Mar­ 
seille are accustomed to toss their 
d ishwater an d garbage out the 
win d ow. It hurts to thin k what’s 
goin g to happen to the beautiful 
rooms an d hallways of Le Cor­ 
busier.”

The Fren ch govern men t is still 
in a quan d ary as to whom the 
apartmen ts wd ll be ren ted . 
Promoted by a former Com­ 
mun ist mayor of Marseilles an d 
a former Commun ist min ister ol 
recon struction in the n ation al gov­ 
ern men t, the build in g w^as in ten d 
ed as a haven for poor Marseillais 
mad e homeless w'hen German oc­ 
cupation forces blew up part of 
the city in 1943. But these people 
can ’t afford such livin g. Ren tals 
have n ot been d etermin ed , but 
heatin g an d electricity alon e for 
an average un it will cost $85 a 


year, more than man y used to 
pay for their ren t. 
Curren tly estimated cost of the 
en tire project is $3,428,000. The 
average apartmen t would sell, if 
an y are sold , for about $8570. The 
people of Marseilles won d er how 
man y little old -fashion ed Fren ch 
homes could have been put up for 
this price. 
Opposition to the experimen t is 
still stron g, n ot on ly in Marseil­ 
les, but in certain quarters of the 
govern men t.

detailed the origin of the p hrase 
Philadelp hia 
lawy er” 
as

used to describe an attorney or 
p erson who is v ery astu te, re­ 
sou rcefu l. 
Qu ite correctly , Littleton said 
in the sp eech that the ap ellation 
was earned by .attorney Andrew 
Hamilton 
of 
Philadelp hia, 
who 
was cou nsel for John Peter Zen ^ 
ger in a famou s New York libel 
5uit in 1735 
Zenger, a p ioneer p rinter and 
newsp ap er p u blisher, had declined 
to accep t official censorship of his 
gov ernment ex p oses and was ar­ 
rested 
on 
charges 
of seditiou s 
libel 
institu ted 
by the colonial 
gov ernor. 
So p owerfu l was the 
gov ernor, Cosby , that two New 
York lawy ers who sou jht to de­ 
fend 
Zenger, 
were 
disbarred, 
which 
discou raged 
others 
from 
u ndertaking the defense. 
Hamilton accep ted the case and 
by his brilliant work in cou rt 
earned acqu ittal for Zenger. 
To 
qu ote Littleton: “Withou t a shred 
of law with him he carried on one 
of the most magnificent defenses 
ev er condu cted before a ju ry .” 
An Associated Press rep orter in 
p rep aring a news story of Little­ 
ton’s 
sp eech 
erroneou sly 
wrote 
that Littleton had identified the 
lawy er as “Alex ander” Hamilton. 
The rep orter added this “Alex ­ 
ander” Hamilton was the first U. 
S. secretary of the treasu ry . 
The story was widely p u blished. 
And shortly afterwards Littleton 
began 
receiv ing 
chiding letters 
from strangers and friends. 
Cor­ 
resp ondents from Maine to Flo­ 
rida, and as far west as Wiscon­ 
sin and Kansas, wrote to p oint 
ou t that Alex ander Hamilton, the 
first secretary of the treasu ry , 
was not born u ntil 1757 — 22 
y ears after the Zenger trial. 
The letters came from school 


leaihers and p u p ils, from retired 
army officers, bankers and law­ 
y ers. from relativ es and friends. 
One girl, a high school p u p il 
wrote that: “This may come as a’ 
shock to v ou. bu t Andrew Ham­ 
ilton. and NOT Alex ander, etc.” 
To each corresp ondent Littleton 
wrote a letter ex p laining that the 
error was not his bu t that of the 
rep orter. 
Littleton say s the one 
inescap able conclu sion from the 
whole corresp ondence was that a 
great 
many 
p ersons 
know 
the 
correct v ersion of the Zenger de­ 
fense.

Affiliation is a long -term, con­ 
tinuing activity 
of 
the 
school. 
Children both here and abroad 
take affiliation seriously and carry 
it out with much enthusiasm and 
a g ood deal of imag intion. 
Letters fly back and forth. Class 
room reports and ex periences are 
shared. Sometimes g ifts are ex ­ 
chang ed. Several schools have in­ 
vited teachers and pupils from the 
partner schools for visits. Under­ 
standing of customs and practices 
in other lands is developed and 
many lasting friendships formed. 
Boy s in the Wilhelm Gy mnasi­ 
um, Braunschweig , Germany , af­ 
filiated with the St. Louis, Mo., 
Country Day School, were de­ 
lig hted with larg e photog raphs of 
American schools and an account 
of the Americn school sy stem. 
“All were q uite amazed,” a re­ 
port 
from 
Braunschweig 
said, 
“that 
in 
American 
secondary 
schools the pupils have a wide 
rang e of choice as to what they 
study .** 


“The pupils in the New Canaan 
Conn., school must be ex tremely 
nice, for w'hat they w rite. is al­ 
way s so kind,” wrote a professor 
in the Ecole des Garçons in Caen, 
France. At Christmas, the y oung ­ 
sters in the French school sent a 
box of handmade toy s to the part­ 
ner school in America.

W A SH IN G T O N — (N E A )— Even 
in 1952, when the Census Bureau 
must announce final totals of its 
current 17th Decennial body and 
booty count, there w ill stiU be 
some 
significant 
gaps 
in 
our 
knowledge of just what has been 
goin* on down on the farm for 
the past 10 years. 


For instance, we’ll still be in 
the dark as to how many atomic 
boi|ibs the average farm er has 
stockpiled on his acres. There w ill 
be no dope on how many farmers 
have switched from chewin’ to­ 
bacco to gum. 
Nor w ill we know how many 
farm kids still run barefoot in the 
summertime, 
how* 
many 
aero­ 
planes the average farm er oper- 
gtes, how many farmers* wives 
play Canasta or how many farm 
couples have taken rhumba les­ 
sons from Arthur M urray. 
However, if the Am erican farm- 
•rs bookkeeping facilities bear up 
tinder the demands of the 17th 
Decennial Census Form A-1 , those 
are just about the only things that 
won’t be known about U.S. farm 
life. The 334 questions which are 
being asked do a most complete 
job of probing rural facts and 
figures. 
• 
* 
m 
Fo riunately , each farmer w ill 
nav e to answer somewhat less 
than the total of 334 queries. 
Form s are tailored to fit each 
state. For instance, question “ 200” 
on the Arizona form asks how 
many kumquat tiees a farm er has 
on his place which are not of 
bearing age. That question does 
not appear on the Pennsylvania 
form because there aren’t enough 
kumquat trees not of bearing age 
worth counting in that state. 
California and Texas farmers 
^11 get the longest forms, with 
close to the maximum of 334 ques­ 


tions on each. Reason is that these 
two states have the widest variety 
of 
farm 
products. 
“ Everything 
from Angora goats to citrus fruits 
to kohlrabi,” a census expert ex­ 
plains. 
The introduction to the form 
provides a new delineation of a 
“ farm er,” 
for 
census 
purposes. 
Absolute lowest common denom­ 
inator is “ the ownership of three 
or more hives of bees.” That 
makes you a farm er even if you 
keep hives outside a Fifth Avenue 
penthouse apartment.

Yo u’re also a flirmer and have 
to fill out the form if “ 300 or more 
dozen eggs were produced on your 
place in 1949, if there are 100 or 
more chickens on your place,” or 
if you own or rent, and operate, 
three or more acres of land. 
Here are some typical questions 
on the form: 


(52) How many soybeans were 
plowed under for green manure, 
not grazed or otherwise harvest­ 
ed?

cemetery overseas, among 8,000 
un-identified Americans who lost 
.their lives abroad during the last 
war. 


The remains to be enshrined at 


Arlington National Cemetery, be- 
side those of the unknown soldier 
of World War I, may be those of 
a soldier, a sailor, an airman, a 
marine or coast guardsman. De- 
fense spokesmen 
said also that 


they may be those of a man who 
was rich or poor, Negro or white, 
Protestant, Catholic or Jew. 


No one knows who the honored 


dead will be, they said, and if 
elaborate precautions can prevent 
it no one will ever know. 
The 


initial arrangements to carry out 
the will of Congress, which or- 
dered the remains of an unidenti- 
fied American of the last war 
brought home an enshrined, were 
announced by the defense depart- 
ment today. 


The first step will take place 


on October I this year. A board 
of seven "qualified 
individuals" 


appointed by the quartermaster 
general of the Army will prepare 
capsules containing the code num- 
bers of the remains of each un- 
known now on file. 


The capsules will then be plac- 


ed in containers designated for 
each ot the 16 permanent U. S 
military cemeteries and nationa: 
cemeteries overseas. Six capsules 
will then be drawn from each 
container.

Important to Know Sources 
Feeding Ammunition to McCarthy 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—No matter which side of the 


McCarthy-State Department dispute you are on, 
it's important to know some of the factors be- 
hind the energetic Senator from Wisconsin. Sup- 
ported by a conglomeration of backstage in- 
terests, including one or two government figures, 
here is a roll call of the men who are giving 
him ammunition: 


1. THE KUOMINTANG LOBBY—It has mil- 


lions to spend, once hired Defense Secretary 
Louis Johnson, includes the powerful brothers- 
in-law of Chiang Kai-shek, Dr. H. H. Kung 
«nd T., V. Soong. More about this lobby later. 


2. WILLIAM J. GOODWIN—A former Cough- 


linite and Christian fronter, he is paid $25,000 
annually by the Kuomintang lobby, wines and 
dines Congressmen, deluges editors with propa- 
ganda on China. 


3. EX-CONGRESSMAN KERSTEN OF WIS- 


CONSIN—Defeated for re-election, Kersten is 
McCarthy's chief backstage sleuth. For a time 
be occupied room 318 in the congressional hotel 
where he placed so many phone calls it at- 
tracted the attention of hotel employes. The 
hotel bills were paid not by Kersten, but by 
McCarthy, 
Newspaper Friends 
4. NEWSPAPER 
CHAINS — Two 
newsmen 


formerly with big chain papers are attached to 
McCarthy to writ* speeches and statements. 
That's why his statements make good news copy, 
usually hit the headlines. 
One newsman is 


George Walters, formerly 
with the Chicago 


Tribune group. The Scripps-Howard chain also 
give their blessing. None of these men appear 
on. McCarthy's Senate payroll, nor do the four 
*st-FBI men he once hired. So someone else 
must be footing the bill. 


5. ALFRED 
KOHLBERG—Big importer of 


lace hankies, does a business of $1,500,000 a 
year with China, and admits he finances his 
American China Policy Association—a pressure 
association—partly out of that business. Kohl- 
berg is close to the Kuomintang. lobby, hates 
Owen Lattimore and believes anyone not a 
rabble-rousing anti-Red is automatically a Com- 
munist. 


6. OLD-LINE CAREER DIPLOMATS—Most 


are loyal to Ach«son. But one or two disgruntled 
•xtremists, sore at the new blood injected into 
the State Department, have sent exaggerated 
reports to McCarthy. 


Chinese Money 
Of these backstage McCarthy helpers, most 


powerful is the Kuomintang or Chiang Kai-shek 
lobby, financed by U.sr taxpayers' money sup- 
posed to have gone to China for relief. A Treas- 
ury Department survey of foreign funds two 
years ago indicated that about $200,000,000 of 
this money was now in the United States, bol 
officials estimate it has doubled since then, due 
to the exit of Nationalist funds from China be- 
fore the Communists took over. 


This, maybe, explains part of McCarthy's 


financial backing. 


Working in friendly cooperation with the 


Kuomintang lobby in this country have been 
ex-Ambassador William C. Bullitt, Gen. Claire 
Chennault, ex-Sen. Worth Clark of Idaho, Al- 
fred Kohlberg, and Senator Bridges of New 
Hampshire and Knowland of California. 


One of, this lobby's neat byplays was sending 


ex-Senator Clark to China in 1948 to make a 
supposedly impartial survey and then recom- 
mend more U.S. money for Chiang. 


Here are significant facts behind the byplay: 


Kohlberg gave a $1,000 campaign contribution 
to popular Sen. Styles Bridges, then chairman 
of the Senate Appropriations committee. Bridges 
appointed Clark to go to China and make an 
impartial survey. 
"Impartial" Survey 
Clark, however, was by no means impartial. 
Clark, however, was by no mean* impartial. 


He had been associated with Tom Corcoran, 
chief representative of Chiang's brother-in-law, 
T. V. Soong, and who was paid a fortune by 
the Kuomintang crowd. Clark took with him to 
China Eddie Lockett, formerly with Time maga- 
zine, now a publicity man. Part of their ex- 
penses was paid by the Chinese Nationalists, 
despite the fact that they were supposed to be 
working for the U.S. Senate and American 
taxpayers. 


Clark and Lockett came back, vigorously rec- 


ommended more money for Chiang. 
Unfor- 


tunately, according to Gen. George Marshall and 
the State Department white paper, much of this 
and other money sent to Chiang either went 
into private pockets or went in the form of 
material to the Chinese Communists, The Com- 
munists did most of their fighting with U.S. 
munitions, sold them by Nationalist war lords. 
This is part of the group now coking up Senator 
McCarthy. 


NOTE—Money to Chiang might not have gone 


down the rathole if Chiang had followed Gen- 
eral Marshall's earlier advice to bring opposing 
Chinese leaders into a coalition cabinet, or if 
the U.S.A. had sent a small army of military 
experts to virtually reorganize the Chinese 
army and make sure our munitions were not 
bought by the Communists. The latter course, 
however, was resented by Chiang and would 
have been a superhuman task.

Kuomintang lobby in two years, was not such 
a good friend of the Chinese before he got on 
the payroll. Shortly before Pearl Harbor he 
wrote a letter not unfavorable to the Japanese, 
and critical of the Chinese; while, on Oct. 25, 
1941, 
just a few weeks before Pearl Harbor, 


Goodwin wrote a letter to Senator Connally 
of Texas defending Hitler. 


"Why should America destroy Hitler?" he 


asfted. "As between the two nations, we are the 
violators of international law, not Germany." 


Goodwin has been coming down to Washing- 


ton from New York almost every week for more 
than two years, buttonholing Congressmen, and 
spilling vitriol -against "crooks and thieves" in 
the State Department. 


Now h* is putting the same accusations in 


the mouth of Senator McCarthy, whose cham- 
pionship of the Nazi murderers at Malmedy 
indicates that he and Goodwin have several 
things in common. 


These are some of the backstage figures help- 


ing inspire one of the most spectacular and 
irresponsible Senate tirades since the harum- 
scarum days of Huey Long. 


Urban Congestion is a Problem 
Menacing Normal Human Life 


By Bruce Biossat 


American cities have been decentralizing for 


two or three decades, but the fanning out has 
been pretty haphazard. It isn't that they have 
no plans. It's simply that the ones they have 
are apparently too mild a remedy for the ills 
now besetting the big urban centers. 


One primary trouble is that with all their 


spreading growth the country's largest com- 
munities still draw far too many people into 
their downtown areas and established industrial 
sectors. 


With the rise in population and the gain in 


motor traffic, this continued centering of activ- 
ity in the well developed heart of the city is 
imposing a smothering human load on streets, 
sidewalks, transportation facilities, terminals, 
office buildings and other focal points of down- 
town life. 


As hag been pointed out by many urban ex- 


perts, most measures designed to relieve this 
human congestion only make it worse. 
Any- 


thing that makes it easier to get out of the 
city's center also makes it easier to get in. 


The only real cure is to develop competing 


magnets of attraction well removed from the 
clotted downtown section. 
But these probably 


ought to be planned on a much more drastic 
scale than most cities are contemplating seri- 
ously today. 


Nearly all the biggest cities have long had 


sub-centers of business and industrial activity. 
In recent years suburban areas have developed 
beyond mere dormitories into more balanced 
communities, with shops, theaters and similar 
facilities on a more ambitious footing than for- 
merly. 


Yet few of these are powerful enough attrac- 


tions to hold residents of the area out of the city's 
heart the way they should. Too many people 
still make the long, wearing trip to town for 
work 01- pleasure, 


If this congestion is not to choke our cities 


to death, they must set about developing satel- 
lite areas — perhaps separated from built-up 
sectors by belts of green country — that are 
in most" ways self-sufficient. 


Tfiis means more factories in the outlying 


regions, with workers' homes close by. 
Long 


commuting hours are a colossal waste. It means 
shops and recreational facilities truly rivalling 
those downtown. For example, road companies 
of stage dramas might make the rounds of sa- 
tellite centers before embarking on cross coun- 
try tours. 


A famous and successful city planner once 


scoffed at men who urged drastic revamping of 
our cities. He considered such men starry-eyed 
and told them his city was "too tough for 'em." 


It looks now like the shoe is on the other 


foot. His city, and every other large metropolis, 
is becoming too tough for the planners with 
limited vision. 
These centers aren't yielding 


to the modest plans now being executed. They 
are getting worse. 


There's urgency in this problem. More is at 


stake than mere human discomfort, economic 
waste, peace of mind. Our lives are involved. 
The atom bomb has outmoded these huge urban 
clusters of people and buildings and trans- 
portation facilities. 
Civilian defense specialists 


are calling for sweeping decentralization of in- 
dustry and business in the simple interest of 
self-preservation. 


Whether it is Jo be peace or war, we must 


make a real start at breaking up present con- 
centrations. They have long since reached the 
point of diminishing human returns.

Keep Them From Having Fun

Few things cause so much morr\ 


and distress to growing young 
sters as 
adolescent 
pimples o: 


acne. This skin disease comes a 
a time when boys and girls an 
terribly sensitive about their per- 
sonal appearance. Friends, partic- 
ularly those of the opposite sex- 
are becoming more and more im- 
portant and the presence of pim- 
ples adds to 
the 
difficulty 
o 


growing from childhood to adult 
life. 


Only a small portion of those 


afflicted with »cne de\relop per- 
manent scaring but the fear is al- 
ways present. Nr-t only is there 
the ususally unnecessary fear o) 
permanent 
scarring of th face, 


but, the pimples themselves pro- 
duce an excessive shyness and 
self-consciousness. 
Some develop 


a permanent inferiority complex 
as a result of acne. 


Acne prefers the face, neck, up- 


per part of the chest and should- 
ers. The pimples usually starts as 
a reddish lump which is slightly 
tender to touch. It often develops 
into o "white head," which actu- 
ally consists of a mixture of pus, 
germs, skin oil, and destroyed tis- 
sue cells. The pimple may be near 
the surface of the skin or quite 
deep. 


In the milder cases, the pimples 


are spaced rather widely apart 
and are near the surface. In morg 
severe cases they are closer to- 
gether, break out more frequently 
and burrow deeper info the skin. 
When a white head forms the top 
of the pustule finally breaks open, 
the pus escapes, a crust forms and 
healing takes place. If the pustule 
has been large and deep a perma- 
nent scar may be left, though this 
is fortunately the exception. 


Infection alone almost certainly 


does not explain the development 
of acne. Because 
acne is most 


common and usually mose severe 
during the period of adolescence in

Orchid Raiser Discovers It's 
Tough Trying to Outsmart 
A Finicky Flower 


HAROLD PATTERSON AND ORCHID: Th/ satisYacfionlTlT 
creating: a thing of beauty that outlives you.

(NEA) 


Harold Patterson spends h.is life 
trying to outsmart a flower. 


Patterson is an orchid grower. 


His sprawling "Orchidhaven" here 
houses 500.000 hybrid orchid plants 
being pampered in several acres of 
hothouses. 


"We're constantly trying to pro- 


duce bigger, sturdier and more 
beautiful 
orchids," 
says Patter- 


son. "To do that, you've got to be 
smarter than an orchid." 


It takes from seven to 10 years, 


plus patience and loving care, to 
produce an orchid from seed. Ev- 
ery step in the lengthy process 
must be watched closely. 


The first step is to remove the 


seed from the ripened pod the 
second it bursts open. This sounds 
•easy. But the seeds are so micro- 
scopic that a teaspoon will hold 
1,000,000 of them. They are stored 
at 
50 
degrees 
Fahrenheit—no 
more, no 
planting. 


less—until 
time 
foi 


At planting time they are first 


immersed delicately in a "fooc 
solution" of calcium nitrate, am 
monium sulphate, iron phosphate, 
potassium phosphate, Epsom salts 
and distilled water, plus agar. a 
nutritive gelatin substance which 
causes the solution to solidify. 


Then the delicate seeds must be 


sterilized. 
They are next trans- 


ferred to a flask in which they 
grow for one year, in an 80 degree 
temperature. 


"When they are about a year 


old, the seedlings are planted in 
rows in soft, yellow peat, in a 
three-inch 'community pot.' " Pat- 
terson says. 


Here they spend another year 


at 65 to SO degree temperatures 
and are sprayed three times a day. 
The orchid's next home—again for 
a year—is a l:5:i-inch indicidual 
pot, 
filled 
with osmunda fern, 


which 
is similr 
to its native, 


tropical vegetation. 


They spend another 10 to 12 


months in a 2!i-mch pot, then 
a year in three-inch poh=, where) 
their roots begin to spil] over and 
dangle in the air. After a year or 
so in four-inch pots, they are fin- 
ally transplanted ^o their perma- 
nent five-inch pots. 


"A healthy orchid plant will 


keep blooming annually for more 
years than there are in our life,"1 
Patterson said with a grin. "That's 
the satisfaction you have—know- 
ing that you have created n thing 
of beauty that will outlive you." 


In developing hybrid orchids, 


such as Patterson's new "Old For- 
ester," the problem is to choosr 
the right qualities in the parents 
and know from experience what 
the combined qualities may be 


For instance, two parents whic 
bloom in September, may produc 
an offspring which 
blooms 
i 


March and April. 


The biggest demand for orchid 


is at Easter, and a prompt bloom 
er is the orchid grower's deligh 
If a new hybrid is a "light lover 
it is kept in the dark to delay it 
bloom until the right momen 
The "dark lovers" are bathed 
floodlights until the market 
ready.

Glenn Keaton of Jackson, Miss, 
said the practice is so widespreac 
and "so little know)) that it merits 
a report.". 


Besides dirt, the two wrote in 


the New Orleans Medical and Sur- 
gical Journal, some of the women 
have an unaccountable 
craving 


for plain laundry starch. 


All of those who admitted dirt 


and starch eating, the specialists 
observed, "were from an econom- 
ically and medically underprivi- 
leged group and 92 per cent were 
N >groes." 


Just why the women eat the 


dirt and starch, said the medical 
team, is unknown. 


Their article, based on a 1948 


dietary study of 361 pregnant wo- 
men in 11 rural counties, said "25 
per cent included clay hi the diet 
and 39 per cent starch." 
Reluctant To Admit Practice 
Many of the women interview- 


ed, the two concluded, were re- 
luctant to admit the practice and 
"hence we feel that the true in- 
cidence is much higher." 


The interviews contained many 


direct quotes from the women on 
why 
they 
followed the dietary 


practice. These included: 


"I craves it." 
"I know it is not good for me, 


but I likes the taste." 


"I eat dirt just the same way 


you smoke a cigarette." 


When I get worried about my 


children I eat more dirt."

Consumer spending rose to an 


all-time peak rate of $181,000,- 
000,000 a year This represented 
a modest gain of $1,200,000,000 
for the quarter, and indicated that 
most veterans were spending their 
refund checks prudently. "Con- 
sumer saving," said the report, 
"was temporarily high. 


The Council estimated that nat- 


ional 
income—which 
represents 


dollars earned in production and 
therefore is not distorted by the 
GI payments — rose by $1,200,- 
000,000 on the strength of higher 
wage earnings and profits It stood 
at a nannual rate of $220,300,000,- 
000 in the first quarter. 


The average personal income, 


after taxes, was estimated at an 
annual rate of $1,323 for every 
man, woman and child This ex- 
ceeded the average for boomtime 
1948 by $21. Because of the slight 
price decline, it represents $58 
more buying power. 


Only two of the major economic 


indexes pointed dovn, but they 
were important ones—farm in- 
come, and industry's investment 
in new plant and equqipment.

While automobiles, busses 
and trains race beneath a city of

pylon-supported buildings, 


occupants above need never set 
foot 'on the ground to live. 


The Marseilles 
"maison" will 


include a nursery school, laun- 
dries, hospital, kindergarten, res- 
taurant, 
grocery 
and 
clothing 


stores, g y m n a s i u m , children's 
swimming pool, music and pho- 
tography clubrooms, hotel rooms 
for visitors, and 350 apartments 
of 20 different types.

Thousands of 
Infected Spruce on 
Island In Maine May 
Help Science

MOUNT DESERT ISLAND, Me. 
-(NEA)—An "epidemic of tree 


tumors on Mount Desert Island is 
being studied for clues 
to 
the 


cause of cancer in animals anc 
humans. 


In a strip on the northwest side 


of the island, extending six miles 
along the coast 
and 
from 
200 


yards to a mile inland, thousands 
of spruce trees bear from one to 
100 large and grotesque tumors. 
These tumors do not occur in the 
interior 
of 
the 
island nor on 


neighboring islands. 


Dr. Philip R. White, plant phy- 


siologist of the Institute for Can- 
cer Research, has been seeking the 
agent which started the epidemic 
and the means by which it. has 
spread.

"There is good reason to believe 


that the genesis of plant and ani- 
mal tumors have a lot in com- 
mon," he said. 
"Consequently, 


we are investigating this grand 
scale tumor production very care- 
fully.

Kem Calls For 
Action On Kansas 
City Slayings 


WASHINGTON, April 
13—(&) 


—The Senate Republican policy 
committee decided Wednesday to 
oppose an administration move to 
turn over a crime investigation to 
a special five-man committee. 


Senator 
Taft 
(R-Ohio) 
said 


GOP leaders felt the Democrats 
had proposed a special commit- 
tee largely "to eliminate the sen- 
ators who know the most about 
it and are the most interested in 
it." He referred to Senators Fer- 
guson (R-Mich) and DonnelJ (R- 
Mo) who had expected to take 
part in the probe as members of 
the judiciary committee. 


Even before the policy com- 


mittee's decision, Republican sen- 
ators had 
been making some 


pointed comments about the un- 
solved killings of Charles Binag- 
gio, a Kansas City political leader, 
and his ex-convict associate, Char- 
les Gargotta. 


Senator Kem (R-Mo) told the 


Senate in a speech that the slay- 
ings which took place in a north- 
side political club in Kansas City 
recently gave evidence of "the 
close liaison between politics and 
the under-world in Kansas City."] 


And Senator Brewster (R-Me) 


noting that a resolution for th 
investigation of interstate crim 
syndicates had been before th 
Senate three months, told report 
ers the double killing had forced 
the Truman administration int. 
the investigation. 


"The Kansas City development 


made it too hot for them to de 
lay any longer," he said. Brew 
ster is chairman of the Republican 
Senate campaign committee. 


Originally, the investigation had 


been slated to be conducted by 
a judiciary subcommittee. How- 
ever, Vice President Barkley sen 
two bills dealing with slot ma- 
chines and interstate communica- 
tion of gambling information to 
the Commerce committee, and i 
selected a subcommittee headec 
by Senator McFarland 
(D-Ariz) 


to make a similar crime inquiry 


Yesterday the Democratic lead- 


ers decided to set up a special 
committee to conduct the crime 
investigation. 


Taft said the GOP policy com- 


mittee felt that the original plan 
for a judiciary subcommittee in- 
vestigation should be adopted. He 
said that Donnell will lead a floor 
fight against the Democratic move 
to put the inquiry into the hands 
of a special committee named by 
Barkley. Taft 
said he believes 


GOP senators generally will back 
Donnell. 


The investigating group is ex- 


pected to be headed by freshman 
Senator Kefauver (D-Tenn), who 
introduced the original resolution. 
He said his idea is that there 
should be "no shying away" from 
Kansas 
City, 
where 
President 


Truman got his political start. 


"I don't think any attempt will 


be made to make political capital 
of the investigation one way or 
another," Kefauver, said. 


Meanwhile Kem, whose home 


if in Kansas City, reminded the 
Senate that because of the statute 
of limitations scarcely more than 
six weeks remains if indictments 
are to be brought in the 1947 
theft of ballot boxes in Kansas 
City. 


After May 27, Kem, said, "the 
President of the United States, 
the Attorney 
General and the 


Department of Justice wil Ibe 
powerless to act." 


Senator 
McFarland 
(D-Ariz) 


asked Kern what Missouri state 
authorities were doing about the 
Binaggio-Gargotta killings, point- 
Ing out that police powers are 
vested in the law enforcement of- 
ficers of the states. 


Kem said that of course there 


is a primary obligation on state 
officials to enforce state law, but 
he said there also is a supple- 
mentary obligation on the Presi- 
dent to enforce the laws of the 
nation. Kem said that both Bin- 
aggio and Gargotta were under 
federal subpoena when they were 
slain, and that the United States 
has the right to protect witnesses 
before a federal grand jury.

And shortly afterwards Littleton 
began 
receiving chiding letters 


from strangers and friends. Cor- 
respondents from Maine to Flo- 
rida, and as far west as Wiscon- 
sin and Kansas, wrote to point 
out that Alexander Hamilton, the 
first secretary of the treasury, 
was not born until 1757

years after the Zenger trial. 


The letters came from school 


teachers; and pupils, from retired 
army officers, bankers and law- 
yers, from relatives and friends 


One girl, a high school puoil 


vyrote that: "This may come as a 
shock to vou, but Andrew Ham- 
ilton, and NOT Alexander, etc." 


To each correspondent Littleton 


wrote a letter explaining that the 
error was not his but that of the 
reporter.
